RESPONSE TO REQUIREMENT FOR RESTRICTION 



In response to a restriction requirement set forth in an office action mailed 01/04/2005, a 
provisional election with traverse is made by Applicants. 

Applicants provisionally elect Group III (Claims 35-63). 
Reconsideration is respectfully requested. 

Applicants submit that Claims 64-85 are so similar to the provisionally elected claims 43- 
63 that examining claims 43-63 would obviously require searching the same classes and 
subclasses as for examination of claims 64-85. For example, if the steps of Claim 43 (also, one 
at a time 44 et seq.) and the steps of Claim 64 (also, one at a time 65 ct seq.) are compared, even 
the language of the substance of the comparable steps is identical 

It is therefore respectfully requested that the Examiner combine claims 64-85 with the 
Group III claims provisionally elected by Applicants. 

According to MPEP § 803, "if the search and examination of an entire application can be 
made without serious burden, fee examiner must examine it on the merits, even though it 
includes claims to independent or distinct inventions:* (emphasis added) In the present case, 
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Claims 43-63 and Claims 64-85, clearly comprise similar elements that will require searching in 
the same classes, and would not place undue burden on the examiner.
